I. The rejection of claims 34-39 on the ground of non-statutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 106 and 120-122 of US Patent 
No. 6,593,292 is MAINTAINED for reasons of record in the office action mailed 
12/19/06. 

Note : It is duly noted that Applicant filed a terminal disclaimer on 3/19/07;
